A TOTAL OF 78 FACULTY 
members will not be returning 
to OW for the fall, 1667 semes- 
ter, including ten lUll-tlme pro- 
fessors, fifteen full-time as- 
sociate professors, and thirteen 
other full-time members. 

Among the total number of de- 
partures are forty-four mem- 
bers of the departments of med- 
icine, surgery and related fields, 
who will be departing after doing 
research work at GW for a few 
semesters. All but three of the 
part-time members leaving are 
from these fields.
